The  best  balm  for  the  healing  of  life's 
hurts  is  Kindness.

The  General  Electric  Company's 
works  are  an  example  of  modern  ef- 
ficiency. Reputable  mechanical  en- 
gineers of  experience  and  ability  de- 
sign and  supervise  construction  and 
make  constant  improvements. 

Each  machine  or  product  of  the  com- 
pany is  drafted,  both  collectively  and 
in  detail,  before  work  on  any  part  is 
commenced.  Inspectors  follow  the 
work  at  each  stage  and  compare  with 
the  drawings  to  see  that  it  is  satisfac- 
tory. 

The  majority  of  the  work  has  a  re- 
quired accuracy  of  .001  inch  and  large 
diameters  on  rough  work  seldom  have 
over  .005  allowance  for  variation.  This 
permits  of  pieces  of  machines  to  be  du- 
plicated and  sent  to  foreign  points,  as 
there  are  few  countries  which  do  not  use 
the  General  Electric  products. 

Castings  and  forgings  must  be  free 
from  blow-holes  and  hard  spots,  as 
working  such  material  is  expensive  and 
unsatisfactory.  This  explains  the  high 
speed  of  the  machines  and  the  large 
quantities  they  produce  per  day. 

A  close  connection  is  maintained  be- 
tween their  foundries  and  machine 
shop,  so  that  only  castings  of  suitable 
properties  for  the  purpose  for  which 
they  are  intended  are  supplied. 

All  bar  iron  and  steel  is  chemically 
tested,  seams  or  impurities  are  occa- 
sions for  rejection.  Bar  iron,  all 
shapes  and  sizes,  both  rough  and  rolled 
to  .001  of  an  inch,  is  in  stock.  If  a 
cylindrical  piece  is  required  to  finish 
15-16  inch,  a  one-inch  piece  of  round, 
cold-rolled  is  furnished.  Should  it  be 
necessary  to  use  a  %  key  a  %-inch 
piece  of  square  steel  rolled  to  .001  is 


cut  off  the  bar  by  the  power  saw;  that 
is  to  say,  suitable  stock  is  always  pro- 
vided which  can  be  worked  at  the  least 
expense. 

Obsolete  machines  are  constantly 
eliminated  and  the  latest  successful 
one  supplied.  Machines  are  all  motor- 
driven,  accurate  and  supplied  with 
chucks,  jigs,  wrenches  and  all  tools 
required  for  the  work  it  is  to  perform. 
Leather  belts  of  more  than  one  piece 
are  not  tolerated. 

The  company  has  a  four-years'  ap- 
prentice system  for  nearly  all  trades 
and  a  specialist's  course  of  six  months 
which  qualifies  men  for  one  line  of 
work. 

All  kinds,  classes  and  conditions  and 
all  nationalities  are  represented  in  the 
working  force. 

An  emergency  hospital  situated  in 
the  works  cares  for  accidents  and  gives 
first  aid  free  to  employes. 

The  shops  are  light,  clean  and  san- 
itary. Jigs  and  templets  are  exten- 
sively used. 

The  following  is  an  illustration  of 
what  can  be  accomplished  under  thesa 
conditions:  A  Jones  &  Lamson  turret 
lathe  operator  receives  $1.50  per  100 
for  a  std.  stud  1x3  inches  and  turns 
out  over  200  per  day.  A  2-inch  disk  or 
washer  with  a  1-inch  hole  in  center  is 
punched  from  No.  15  or  No.  25  shest 
iron  at  the  rate  of  25,000  per  day.  The 
operator  receives  1  cent  per  100  for 
same.  This  emphasizes  what  has  al- 
ready been  mentioned — machines  are 
kept  in  perfect  condition. 

The  company  manufacture  nearly 
everything  they  use,  hardly  a  trade 
or  vocation  but  is  represented. 

They  manufacture  everything  elec- 
trical from  a  vacuum  cleaner  to  an 
auto  truck  or  from  vibration  treatment 
to  a  thunder  storm.
